He was removed to his home at

Always prominent in the Republican 
party in Adams county, Mr. Beale* 
served creditably both at Washington 
and in Harrisburg. 
W'hile he was nerving as postmaster 
here, Mr. Beales was nominated as 


i congressman from the York-Adam* 
I district, and in the fall of 1914, he 
went to Washington to serve in the 
lower house of the national legislature. 
During his second year at Wash- 
1 ington, Mr. Beales was nominated and 


J elected state senator from the Adams- 
Franklin district, the election taking 
place in November, 1916. 
He served 
one term of four years in Harris- 
I burg. 
Declined Public Office 
Both at Washington and at Har­ 
risburg, Mr. Beales was appointed to 
1 outstanding committees, and served 
so capably that his friends suggested 
him as state treasurer at the close of 
his term as state senator, but Mi'. 
Brules found his drug store business 
growing so rapidly that he declined 
any more public officer after com­ 
pleting his four-year term as stat* 
senator in 1920. 
Long an advocate of good roads, 
Mr. Beales may rightly be considered

ORTT years ago there was establish^ a jewelry 
firm in Gettysburg, founded upon honest en­ 
deavor. sincere purpose, with one thought up­ 
permost in the mind of the founder—to serve 
the jewelry buying public of Gettysburg, Ad­ 
ams county and vicinity, efficiently and conscientiously. 
On Thursday evening Of this week, this same firm, now 
grown into an institution second to none in south central 
Pennsylvania, will observe its fortieth anniversary in a new 
home— a home made possible by the faith and confidence 
imposed by the buying public in the founder of the firm and 
his successor. 
The Blocher jewelry store, now housed at 25 Cham­ 
bersburg street, in a fine new building, will officially open its 
doors for inspection by friends and patrons. 
The official 
opening will take place Thursday evening at 7 :30 o clock • 
and will continue through Friday and Saturday. 


Has Interesting Growth 


The founding and growth of the Blocher jewelry firm 
is as interesting and productive of thought tor any mer­ 
chant. as one would want to find anywhere. 
It serves as a 
splendid illustration of what one man with an honest and 
sincere purpose can achieve. 
Fairness in all business deal­ 
ings has its just rewards. 
The Blocher jewelry firm is a 
fine example of this. 
It demonstrates again that the laith 
a merchant has in his patrons will he returned a hundred 
fold and that virtue in business is as essential as any other 
characteristic. 
The late Charles A. Blocher, who served his apprentice­ 
ship in Gettysburg and Baltimore, opened his store on June 
17. 1887. 
There was no particular reason for selecting June 
17 as his opening date. 
Mr. Blocher had decided to open a 
jewelry store and w hen he was ready for business he ojiened 
his doors. 
Many of his friends were skeptical of the open­ 
ing fiay— it happened to be Friday—and attempted to |*>r- 
suade Mr. Blocher to wait until the following day, Saturday. 
He refused, however, declaring that he was not superstitious 
and that he was ready to start. 
The original Blocher store was not more than ten or 
eleven feet deep. 
The windows were of the jwneled type, 
permitting only a limited amount of display space. 
Forty 
years ago this style prevailed in practically all business 
fronts. 
With each month business increased for the senior 
Blocher. 
He increased his already wide circle of friends. 
He added new ones daily. 
Ile increased his trading area, 
through his sincere and tireless efforts. 
New friends were 
brought in by old patrons. 
And with each month the stock 
was increased, until the original quarters were much too 
small to conveniently and comfortably take care of the in­ 
creased business. 
More Room Is Needed 
About six feet was added to the depth of the store. 
It 
was thought that this would provide ample room. 
With a 
few changes the store assumed a new aspect. 
The faith and 
confidence imposed in his fellow* men were returned to the 
elder Blocher. 
Every indication pointed to a steady growth 
of this store. 
A short time later five more feet were added 
to the depth and the windows were changed, from the panel­ 
ed style to the plate glass front. 
This added considerable to 
the prestige and influence of the Blocher jewelry store. 
In those days the retail trade was not considered a very 
large item in the jewelry business. 
Repair work of watches, 
clocks, bracelets and other jewelry items was the big fac­ 
tor. 
With the enlargement of the store and the installation 
of a new* front, the retail trade soared. 
A larger stock was 
necessary and with it all came increased repair work. 
Two men, including Mr. Blocher. took care of the busi­ 
ness at the opening of the store. 
With the increased busi­ 
ness another watchmaker was employed. 
The effect of this steady growth, upon the buying pub­ 
lic, showed immediate results. 
It was evident that the 
Blocher jewelry store was an institution destined to reach 
greater levels in Gettysburg; that it had been founded on 
sound principles, conducted accordingly and in turn was to 
receive the patronage of a great majority. 
When a man carried a gold filled watch in those days, it 
w’as an indication of prosperity. 
And so the stock of this 
store was selected accordingly. 
The jewelry business had 
not reached the heights of its present day status. 
The new* 
era was unthought of. 
Retail sales w’ere not as frequent as 
they are today. 
Profits were sm all; hence when a business 
of this nature showed steady and consistent growth, it was 
evidence of the faith it enjoyed from its patrons. 


Son and Father Well Known 


Each year showed another step forward for the elder 
Blocher. 
The store had become well known through the 
trading area. 
It was a by-w'ord among the prospective cus­ 
tomers. 
Blocher and jewelry were synonymous. 
When David Blocher was a youngster he inherited the 
jewelry instinct of his father. 
In off hours he could be 


found in the store, acquiring knowledge of ti e business and 
the policy of his father. 
He literally grew-up with the store

Store, 25 Chambersburg Street 
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and it was apparent that he would some day follow in his 
father’s footsteps as directing the policy of this already un­ 
usually popular business. 
The elder Blocher was born and raised in 
Adams 
county. 
He received his school training here and, with the 
exception of a brief time spent in Baltimore, spent his en­ 
tire life in the county. 
David was born in Gettysburg. 
He attended public 
school and graduated from Gettysburg college. 
During his 
high school and college days he took an active interest in 
the business, relieving his father of much of the managerial 
duties, although the latter continued actively until a short 
time before his death. 
Two paralytic strokes were suffered by the elder 
Blocher, the last proving fatal. 
The first hampered him for 
some time, during which his son David guided the destiny of 
the store. 


Congratulations 
And a Tribute 


For the greater portion of a half century 
members of the firm of Blocher's Jewelry Store 
have played an active part in various phases of 
community life in Gettysburg. 
Along with 
other activities they have helped to carry on the 
religious work of our town. 
A former prop­ 
rietor and founder of the store, the late Charles 
A. Blocher served a long period as a trustee of 
his church, St. James Lutheran. 
The present 
proprietor David Blocher has been serving the 
above named church as a Councilman.

The name for November’* stone, 
the anniversary month of Blocher’si

and dynamic children of Mars, bom in 
November when the sun is in Scorpio.

Claims He’s Champ 


Wwpan’s Curiosity Sets Slaves 
of Sierra Leone Colony Free 
on New Year’s Day. 
iv; , 
' " 
Freetown, Sierra Leone.—(A P)— 
Freedom will come to almost a quar­ 
ter million slaves in this British pro­ 
tectorate on the west coast of Africa 
next New Year’s Day because of one 
inquisitive woman. 
Lady Kathleen Simon is being hail­ 
ed as the inspiration of the movement 
which will wipe out the last remnant 
of human slavery under the British 
flag. 
Great astonishment was voiced in 
the English press a few weeks ago 
when the announcement was 
made 
that 220,000 men, women and children 
were still slaves 
here 
in 
Sierra 
Leone. 
The report was sen tb y Sir 
John Simon, a leader in the hrberal 
party, who with his wife was making 
a tour in British Africa. 
The revelation of these conditions 
wa* followed quickly by loud popular 
clamor for their emancipation. 
Soon 
the British colonial office went into 
action and the legislative council of 
the Sierra Leone colony passed an 
ordinance which will liberate the en­ 
slaved people. 
Lady Simon’s part in the movement 
became known when friends congrat­ 
ulated Sir John on his humanitarian 
activities. Sir John turned aside their 
praise. 
”1 am not the person to whom the 
credit is due,” he said. 
“It is my 
wife.** 
It was Lady Simon, her husband 
insUtad, who was 
curious 
enough 
about labor conditions to gather the 
facts for the public expose of slavery, 
which brought on the legislative ac­ 
tion. 
Previous enactment In the colony 
had provided that the number 
of 
slaves in Sierra Leone could not be 
increased by purchase or by birth. 
Children born to present slaves should 
be freemen. 
Slaves were given the 
right also to purchase their liberty. 
By these means slavery should even­ 
tually disappear. 
But Lady Simon inquisitively dis­ 
covered what the public had not taken 
thought of. 
More than two hundred 
thousand of the slaves had no means 
to buy their liberty and could be loosed j 
from their economic chains only by 
death! 
It was this discovery that 
aroused her profound sympathy and 
resulted in the recent act of emanci- j 
Patton.

HINDU GIRL TO 
AID COMPATRIOTS 


Cultivated Daughter of High- 
Caste Hindu Family Studies 
Medicine in America. 


A natural darn fool dies before he 
finds it out. 


Philadelphia.-—<(AP)—To help the 
people in the north of India, especial­ 
ly the women, Miss M. W. Shahane, 
cultivated daughter of a high-caste 
Hindu family, is studying medicine at 
the Woman’s Medical College of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Miss Shahane explains that she will 
not practice in her native city, Bom­ 
bay. 
“I shall go to the north,” she 
says, “where the need of doctors is 
extreme, especially for woman doc­ 
tors. 
I think I can reach my peo­ 
ple better than missionaries or for­ 
eigners. It has been my ambition to 
study medicine since I was a child.” 
Miss Shahane is a Brahman woman, 
the first high-caste Hindu woman in 
41 years to take up medicine at the 
Woman’s Medical college. 
Her only 
predecessor of the same race and 
casta at this college was Dr. Ar.andi* 
bai Joshee, who was graduated in 
1886. 
For her pre-<medical 
preparation 
sRe studied one year at the Hindu 


university in Benares, and for three 
years at the Lady Harding Medical 
college In Delhi. f She’spent two and 
one half years at the University of 
Michigan, where she received 
her 
bachelor of science degree. 
In ex­ 
plaining her choice o f a college for 
women for the completion 
of 
her 
medical studies, she said: 
“I come 
from 
a 
co-educational 
school, but believe that it 
will 
be 
easier to work in a college where 
there are only women.” 
Miss* Shahane remains orthodox in 
her clothing. 
She is seen frere only 
in her native sac**, or Toga-dress.
